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and tidal waves, which have have left their mark on many a city and prominent 

landmark (says the Globe). The series of disturbances seems to have begun so 
long ago as February, when the sea in the neighbourhood of New Guinea and 
New Britain was covered with lava from a subterranean volcano, and when 
several new islands were thrown up from the depths of the Pacific to make up, 
as it were for the group of guano islands, somewhere in the same neighbour- 
hood, which were swallowed by the water some twelve months ago. Credible wit, 
pesses give accounts of fish boiled by the hot water and cast ashore by the waves- 
of native huts destroyed by the rising seas, of the ocean smoking and stéaming 
like acauldron over a fire. Presently this volcanic activity chauged the scene 
of its operations for the coast of South America; for a few days afterwards 
strange sounds as of heavy artillery firing—which must have put the inhabitants 
in mind of the fight between the Shah and the Huascar—were heard proceeding 
from seaward, to be followed by a violent rocking of the earth, by the crumbling 
away of portions of the shore and by strange vagaries on the part of the tides. 


This was at Iquique, on the west; but Caracas on the east, Cera in the north- 


west, and other far distant localities were subsequently visited by like phen- 
omenon, and one city at least has been utterly destroyed. In course of time 
the commotion extended to the West Indies, and here hurricanes and violent 
storms of rain—violent even for the tropics—were experienced for several suc- 
cessive days. Lastly the earthquake appears to have ‘‘ travelled,” if the word 
is applicable, to Europe; only a few days ago Lisbon was visited by one of those 
unpleasant, if harmless, shocks which come as occasional reminders of the cata 
strophe of 1797. More than halfway round the world then, à succession of 
disturbances and serious disasters have wccured, which it is to be huped will 
not extend further eastward. _ We have had sufficient tronble of our own lately 


in the shape of waterspouts and floods of rain, without desiring any closer ac- 


quaintance with the phenomena of earthquakes, One result of this great activity 
will probably be found in increased vitality iu those safety valves” of Europe.

Hence they determined to go to a 
country where never man dwelt,” 
that they might be free from all con- 
taminating influences. That country 
could only be found in the north. 
Southern Asia was already the seat of 
a cmparatively ancient civilization. 
Egypt flourished in Northern Africa, 
and was rapidly filling 
with the future rulers of the world. 
They had, therefore, no choice but to 
turn their faces northward. The firat 
portion of their journey was not how- 
ever north; according to the account 
of Esdras, they appear to have at first 
moved in the direction of their old 
homes, and it is possible that they 
originally started with the intention of 
returning thereto, or probably in order 
to deceive the Assyrians they started 
as if to return to 
they had crossed the Euphrates, and 
were out of danger from the hosts of 
the Medes and Persians, then they 
turned their journeying feet toward 
the polar ‘star. Esdras states ‘that 
they entered in at the narrow pussage 
of the river Euphrates, the Lord stay- 
ing*the *‘ springs of the flood” until 
they were over. The point on 
the river Euphtates at which they 


crossed’ would necessarily be in its: 
upper portion, as lower down would 


be too far south for their purpose. 

Me upper ‘course of the Euphrates 
lies amongst lofty mountains and near 
the village of Pastash, it plunges

Suf.- 
tice it, the exiles doubtless carried with 
them many hallowed recollections of 
their ai cient river, which it was but 
natural they should seek to perpetuate 
as they journeyed farther and farther 
from its waters and from their 
lung cherished homes. As à result 
we find in south-eastern Europe the 
Don, the Danis or Donitz, the Daneiper 
and Daniester (now contracted to 


Dneiper and Dnester) and the Danube. 


The conclusions of the writer already 
referred to are that Israel gradually

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to secular history as Moesia and Danci 
the one north and the other south 

the Danube, and called by modern 
English speaking people, Roumania 
and Bulgaria. To further strengthen 
bis theory he claims that Moesia means 
the land of Moses, and Dacia the land 
of David (after Israel's shepherd king,) 
aud that the people of the latter king- 
dom were called the Davi. In this 
country dwelt also the Gefse (a latin-

ians assert were the forefathers of the 
Goths, of whom we shall speak again 
hereafter. The historian Herodutus, 
in recounting the conquest of this 
people by Darius, states that the Gefss 
de believe themselves to be immortal 3 
and whenever one dies, they believe 
that he is removed to the presence of 
their god Zamoxis (Zalmoxis) * * * 
and they sincerely believe that there 
is no other deity.” He also states that 
this god left them the institutions of 
their religion in books. Mr. Wilson 
directs attention to this idea of only 
one God, so different to the Pant heism 
of the sorrounding peoples, and that 
of man’s immortality as tending to 
prove the Israelitish origin of the 9 
particularly as in analyzing the wo 
Zalmoxis he finds it to be composed of 
Za, el, Moses.

‘a number of instances where the sick 
have been iestored to health, when 
administered to according to the law 
of heaven, it is a powerful evidence 
that they were healed by the power of 


God, and that it did not just happen 


so.” 
It is recorded in Holy Writ, ‘‘Is 
avy sick among you? let him call for 
the Elders of the Church, aud let them 
ray over him, anointing him with oil 
in the name of the Lord; and the 
prayer of faith shall raise the sick, and 
the Lord shall raise him up.” James v. 


14. 15. They shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover.” Mark 
xvi. 18. Here we find, in plainness, 
a prescription for the healing of the 
sick instituted by our Savior; and 
one which is efficacious when the requi- 
site conditions are complied with. It 
is within the reach of the poor as: well 
as the rich, where true believers are 
found, because it is obtainable without 
money or price. 

This infinitely valuable gift can never 


‘be exercised with effect, only in His 


name by one having authority; thus it 
cannot be counterfuited by impostora, 
who may undertake, in His name, to 
imitate the genuine; as in the case of 
the seven sons of Sceva, Acts xix. 13, 


to 16. 


The Savior in the commissioning of 


the Twelve Disciples, gave them 
power against unclean spirits, to cast.

them out, and to heal all manner of 
sickness, and all manner of disease.“ 
Matt. X. 1. This power they used and 
according to their faith and the faith 
of those administered to, the sick were 
healed, the blind received their sight, 
devils were cast out, etc. ; all of this 
was accomplished through virtue of 
the order of heaven, and did not mere. 
ly happen so.” When the Great 
Redeemer miraculously fed the multi 
tude with loaves and fishes, raised the 
dead, healed the sick, and did maav 
other mighty miracles, it did not 
6% happen so, but these works were 
wrought through the virtue vested in 
him. 
The sectarian churches for many 
centuries past have been destitute of 
authority and the promised blessings 
of the Lord, ‘‘ because they have trans- 
gressed the laws, changed the ordi- 
nances, and broken the everlasting 
dovenant“ (Isaiah xxiv. 5), having a 
form of godliness, but aenying the 
power thereof” (ii. Tim. iii. 5). They 
have endeavored to blind the eyes of 
mankind by telling them that the gift 
of healing, and the other precious 
promises of Jesus are unnecessary now. 
This false tradition, invented by de- 
signing impostors to hide their own 
nnbelicf and want of authority, has 
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been handed down by successive false 


teachers until the present day; in this 


thing there is policy, for they have so 
far apostatized as to be entirely desti- 
tute of the blessings themselves. 

In fulfillment of prophecy and to 
bring about the glorious purposes of 
God, the keys of authority and power 
are once more committed unto the sons 
of men upon the earth; and the same 
gifts and blessings are enjoyed by the 
Latter-day Saints now, as were enjoyed 
in the primitive Church.

We take the ground that the Star should at least be self sustaining, which 
it scarcely is with its present limited circulation. We have shown also that it 
is a positive necessity ; and therefore should be sustained by those who are 
interested in the propagation of the priuciples of life and salvatiun, and os 
general welfare of the work of God.

Swiss AND Guxman. —In the Swiss and German Mission the work of spread- 


ing the Gospel is making moderate progress. As a rule it is difficult to make 


openings in Germany. Since the Franco-German war the people appear to be 
‘lifted up in the pride of their hearts.” Elder Fuhrmeister, who has labored 
in Berlin the last three months, has baptized six persons in that city, during 
that period. The best opening has been found in Ludwigshaven, on the 
Rhine, where an excellent Branch has been raised up. A few are being added 
to the Ohurch in Switzerland, but the ratio of baptisms does not come up to 
the number emigrating this season. So we learn from President Flamm. 

LiverPooL.—Good progress is being made in the Liverpool Conference. 
Since the holding of the late District Meeting at Wigan, the Elders engaged 
Miner’s Hall for four consecutive Sundays, beginning on August 21st. The 
meetings there held have been numerously attended, as have also a number 
of open-air meetings in the same town. Baptising has commenced there and 
in the surrounding neighborhood, six persons having embraced the Gospel, 
and several others have signified their intention of doing the same. One man 
has recently joined the Church in Wigan, who states that he had long been 
looking for the fullness of the Gospel, as preached by the Latter-day Saints. 
He received the word at once, ‘with gladness.” Many of the Saints have 
had a similaf experience to his. 

NorrineHaM.—In the Nottingham Conference the meetings, in-door and 
open-air, are well attended by strangers as well as Saints, and fair progress is 
being made. Four persons were baptined i in the town of nen on the 
9th inat. 

ScaNDINAVIAN.—Speaking in a general sense the work in the Scandinavian 
Mission makes good advancement. In Norway the prospects are improving 
and, with the additional help that will soon be there from Zion, it is thonght 
that much good will be done. In some portions of Sweden the work seems to 
have been infused with new life. Quite a number have been added in and 


about Stockholm; in Gottenburg and the adjoining country large num- 


bers have been baptized, and the missionaries have been building up new 
Branches, one of them numbering thirty-five members. In the Gottenburg 
Conference some of the Elders were recently summoned before a legal court 
and fined. The bretbren appealed the case, and subsequently it was dismissed 
without the fines being collected or imposition of costs. The offerse 
charged against the Elders was the holding of public meetings. As this 
occurred in a small village, everybody was cognizant of the affair, the brethren 
having the entire sympathy of the people. It cavsed many to enquire into the 
Gospel, a goodly number were baptized, and a lively Branch was organized, 


This is another instance of a petty annoyance created by the enemies of the 


trath serving as an effective advertisement and being productive of the most 
gratifying results, the antipodes of those intended to be brought about, In 
the southern portion of Sweden comparatively little has been accomplished of 
late, but with new help, shortly expected, the work will there probably receive 
a renewed impetus.
